DUCK MAKES 
FESTIVE MEAL 


By JUDITH V WILSON ; 


HEN any one mentions duck 
for dinner, we feel that the 
eccasion must be a very special 
one—and an expensive one. But 
at this season duck is quite in- 
expensive and it is little more 
trouble to prepare than chops or 
steaks. At the same time it will 
Cfier a pleasing change in your 
Inenus from time to time. 
Roast Duck 
If you want roast auck, then 
select a plump duckliiug, wash it 
and dry Well and if there are pin 
feathers remove. One good meth- 
od is to spread the bird with hot 
paraflin and allow it to cool, then 
pull it off in strins. The wax Will 
remove the annoying little ‘“fuz” 
with a minimum of trouble, 
Sprinkle the inside of the duck- 
ling with salt and fill with 
quartered apples or with a bread 
crumb, chopped onion and sage 
dressing. If you select the latter 
use plenty of onion. Its flavor 
blends harmoniously with that of 
the duck. Sew up the openings 
lay in the Jower part of your 
roaster and pop into a hot oven 
for fiiteen minutes, (hen reduce 
the heet and allow twenty-five 
minutes for each pound of meat. 
Delicious Gravy 
You will want a gravy just in 
cause the dressing is dry- -or for 
pctatoes. Sa put the giblets to 
cook in a small amount of cold 
water and let) simmer for an 
hour. Chop the meat fine and 
bul it aside until you are ready 
to make the gravy. Remove the 
reast from the pan and drain off 
all but two tablespoons fat. 
Thicken this with two table- 
spoons flour. add salt and pepper, 
the chopp.d giblets and enough 
beiling water to make a gravy of 
the desired consistency. 
Breasts of Duck 
The most extravagant way of 
serving this delicious bird is that 
given in the first menu. Cut the 
breasts from one or two plump 
ducks. Leave the meat on the 
bone and cut into two or fovr 
pieces. Rub these with butter 
salt and pepper and brown quick- 
ly in a hot frying pan. Arrange 
in a casserole and cover with a 
cup of orange juice and a cup of 
stock made from boiling the rest 
of the duck, cover and bake in a 
hot oven for forty minutes. When 
the meat is almost done. cover 
each piece with currant jelly and 
roast until the meat has a nice 
glaze. 
Left-Over Duck 


The duck left Over, Com be 
bciled or steamed until tender, 
then removed from the bones 
and used for a delicious main- 
ccurse salad for the next day. 
Dice the meat into small cubes. 
For each two cups of meat, slice 
three oranges very thin, break 
into pieces and mix with the 
meat. Make a French dressing 
by mixing three tablespoons olive 
oil with two of sharp vinegar. 
Season well with salt. pepper and 
paprika and shake in a bottle.

Opposite Roles 

Tt is not a happy situation 
when unemployment makes 
mothers out of fathei:s.

The children, on the other 
hand. need fathers as suc 1. First, 
because they are so. different 
from mothers.

They are of the outside 
world, the business world, in the 
thick of adventure and that’s 
Where every child is in spirit. 
They can be an_ inspiration 
whereas the average mother is 
too tired to be interested in their 
ambitions, or too dull to be in- 
teresting to them. 

Parenthood Better Ralanced 

As fathers acquire more lef- 
sure, not through unemployment 
as at present, but as current 
trends in industry promise, what 
ere they going to do about the 
children? If they use this extra 
spare time for more golf or more 
frequent intervals at the club or 
in pursuit of a hobby, it won’t 
be fair to their wives or children. 
Before long the mothers cer- 
tainly would rebel. 

This gives rise to the question, 
“To what exteht should a father 
share in bringing up his chil- 
dren?” I believe that he should 
take a bigger part of his chil- 
dren's liveS as he gains more 
leisure time.

Congressional Investigating Com- 
muttec, when he was called be- 
tore them in 1930. They expected 
to see au wild-eved Russian with 
Ukeubt hair, a red tic and per- 
haps aw Lumb or two bulging from 
lis pockets. 

Insteud they saw a dignified, 
Suave and handsomely tailored 
feutleman with manicured fin- 
&trnais. He spoke no English, 
but his voice was gentle and cul- 
tivated. One of his inquisifors. 
4 - not - so - gentle - looking Wee. 
Viiginia congressman, roared at 
him: “You won’t be in the United 
Stutes tomorrow.’ Bogdanov 
\usnt a bit flustered and he hus 
Tomained and now sees the ob- 
lect of his stewardship in Amer- 
ica tuliilled. 

This same, gentle - mannered 
mun, thirty years ago, when the 
embryonic Communist Party was 
blotting and planning its future, 
went to plison because of Kis be- 
hef in the principles ot Lenin. 
His father was a successful Mos- 
ccw merchant, who scnt him to 
an engineering school. After 
feraduation, Bogdanov served the 
municipality of Moscow as an 
engineer, but in his spare time 
he worked with the revolution- 
:stS against the Czar. Then he 
applied himself to the study 
of international economics. He 
helped to carry on underground 
propoganda work in the army 
Curing the Russo-Japanese War 
and the abortive revolution of 
i905. Following faiiure ot that 
rebellion, Bogdanov stopped all 

oper pol:tical activity. 


HE revolution of 1917 found 

Bozdanov in the Russian city 
of Gomel, where he became a 
member of the Revolutionary 
Committee. In those days there 
were Inany long - haired men 
ailable for committees whose 
specialty Was talking and speech- 
n making What was needed by the 

Werhment was not oratory, but 
Areamh at tae Trained men were 
extremely searce, Bogdanov was 
one of the few technically 
equipped men available and 
helped first) to orgunize the 
cnemucal indust:y. In quick suc- 
cession he was viven manv im- 
pertant jobs and then in 1929 he 
was ordered to the United States 
to head the Amtorg Corporation, 
Pussia’'s trading organization in 
the United States. 

When he arrived in America 
in January, 1930. Bogdanov 
walked right into a hot situation. 
The Red Scare was being fos- 
tered by Congressman Hamilton 
Fish. Mr. Fish was pretty jittery 
about the Reds and their activi- 
tics. He couldn't find any Reds 
under his bed so he centered his 
attention on Amtorg, as the only 
oificial Soviet institution in 
America, and suspected that this 
organization was furnishing the 
money for the Reds’ activities. 
Mr. Fish summoned Bogdanov 
und was surprised to ind him a 
mild and harmless-locking Ittle 
man. 

He refused to swear to his 
testimony, preferring to affirm. 
“Religion is a private matter,” 
insisted Bogdanov, “I cannot see 
that it has any bearing on this 
investigation.’ They permitted 
him to affirm. When _ asked 
whether he was a Communist. 
Bogdanov answered, “no.” A 
skeptical congressman read his 
biography to him, from. the 
suviet Who's Who, and he ad- 
mitted that the facts as stated 
vere correct, but added that just 
before coming to America he had 
resigned from the Communist 
Party because Soviet representa- 
tives abroad were not permitted 
to engage in politics. The Fish 
Committee, unable to find any 
Amtorg funds going to American 
Communists, regretfully gave the 
trading corporation a clean bill 
of health and Bogdanov set to 
work on his arduous tasks. 

His wife and two children are 
here and two other children are 
in Moscow. The local ones are 
pretty much Americanized.
